"One  of  our  operati^'s,  lir.lyard. 
told  me  this  morning  he  iiUiced  up 
a  call  yesterday  afternoon;  signed 
'W,'  next  letter  unreadable,  but 
sounding  like  'H'  or  'P,'  then  letter 
•U.'  This  call  was  'where  are  we? 
Can  you  locate  us?*  and  was  signed 
as  I  said  It  wa.s  repeated  every 
three  or  four  minut.e.s  for  nearly 
half  an  hour,  and  .sounded  very 
loud  on  set.  Don  l  know  if  it  might 
be  Dawn  or  not.  if  so.  she  must 
ave  been  very  close  as  signals 
were  loudest  he  ever  beard."

Although  the  snowfall  has  cea.sed, 
high  winds  continue  throughout 
Great  Britain. 

A  furious  gale  is  raging  in  the 
Hhiglish  Channel  arid  for  the  first 
time  tn  years  twelve  all  cross  Chan- 
nel servioee  connected  with  the 
Southern  Railway  have  been  can- 
celled. 

The  midday  air  service  to  the 
continent  aLso  has  been  cancelled, 
owing  to  the  deep  snow  at  the  Croy- 
don alrdrame  and  warnings  have 
been  sent  out  that  landing  at  Croy- 
don would  not  be  available.

not  only  in  production  but  in  selling.  Tlte  old  firm 
of  Britain,  which  in  past  year  i  the  dominant 
trading  factor  on  the  planet,  has  iiad  to  shake  itself 
up  very  severely,  discard  old  directors,  reconstruct 
plants,  overhaul  ideas,  study  ii  i  als.  and — a  sad 
blow  to  its  pride — learn  from  them.  The  mere  fact 
that  the  British  trading  community  has  had  the  energy 
and  combative ness  to  do  this  is  jjerhaps  the  most 
hopeful  sign  which  has  so  far  manifested  itself  that 
this  islnnd  people  (although  outstripped,  according 
to  the  '  !  of  Trade's  annual  survrv  of  world 
trade.  Iiy  /Xinerica  and  Japan  in  thr  l'>2(i-'27  laji 
of  the  race  for  world  trade)  retains  to  the  fullest 
extent  that  virility  and  resource  and  endurance  which, 
at  the  lini-'nt  <if  fhf  industrial  revolution,  and  for 
many  years  afterwards,  enabled  it  to  dominate 
foreign  markets. 

The  particular  instances  of  readjustments  and 
energy  are  in  chemicals,  steel,  cotton,  shipbuilding, 
engineering  and  artificial  silk.  There  are  many 
lOlhers,  but  these  are  th»  most  striking.  Coal  is  a 
problem  in  Rritain  full  of  snags,  and  so  is  apricul- 
l"re.  Now  the  mine  owners  who  have  hitherto  been 
C'i'rnetitors.  and  have  acted  as  a  national  body  only 
'  hen  m  dispiif'"  \vith  the  nlHir  v,-n:k^T'.  havr  rome 
Inpether  in  a  policy  of  produang  and  selling.  Agn- 
cuhur*  is  not  in  a  good  way,  but  there  are  (dentiful 

signs  that  better  davs  are  ahrnd  N^it  Innt'  avn  fli'- 
tea  people  got  together  and  sent  an  expert  to  America 
to  boost  tea  and  "put  over"  the  tea-drinking  habit. 
A«  a  result  the  consumption  and  sale  of  tea  has 
greatly  increased  in  the  American  market.  The 
rubber  growers  and  factors  of  the  Empire,  who  do 
business  cliiefly  in  Leadcnhall  Street,  London,  have 
contributed  to  a  single  pool  to  finance  a  "use  more 
rubber"  slogan. 

Everywhere,  indeed,  trade  is  beginning  to  pick  up

to  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  centres  in  Birming- 
ham and  London  respectively  will  be  completely 
conviDcad  in  the  coming  Spring.

Pramicr  Baldwin  has  added  himself  to  the  coterie 
o(  those  protesting  against  the  terms  used  by  scientists 
to  deKribc  their  discos  ■•  I  lir  i  ritu  ism  has  been 
a  sequel  to  words  used  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
British  Association,  where  many  peculiarly  and  par- 
ticularly long  and  ugly  terms  were  employed.  The 
scientists  are  persuaded  that  the  secrets  of  the  universe 
must  not  be  revealed  in  monosyllables,  although,  if 
the  Bible  is  any  cnterioa,  there  ought  to  be  a  lesson 
from  the  simple  language  used  by  Christ  I  limself. 
Science,  in  the  terms  it  employs,  fosters  complexity  of 
thought  and  would  seem  to  have  agreed  upon  a  policy 
of  confounding  the  nwltitude.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
there  is  notlung  which  cannot  be  explained  in  simple 
terms.  There  is  ne  necessity  for  an  unmelodious 
VOC«bulni\  f  .r  the  exact  expression  of  any  idea. 

Scientist  reminded   by   The    London  limes 

that  Lucretiu>  liujiui  It  possible  to  e.\pound  the  atomic 
theory  in  a  poem  that  pulses  with  the  glevy  of  life; 
that  Danvin  wrote  his  botanical  treatise  in  verse,  and 
that,  from  these  examples,  there  is  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  mystery  should  be  i  loiided  by  unintelligible 
terms  I  ho«e  who  understand  Nature  best  see  in  its 
mystery  "the  soul  of  beauty,  and  even  the  soul  of 
truth."  and.  says  The  Times,  "there  is  do  necessary 
divoK  r  l)etwern  the  intr-Hrc  t  and  the  imagination, 
between  the  analytic  and  aesthetic  faculties."  It  is 
tlie  character  of  the  language  employed  *which  incul- 
cates in  the  poetic  mind  a  distaste  for  science.  That 
laind.  too,  dislikes  cocbureness  in  anything,  and  per- 
haps Aa  eeafouiidmg  terms  employed  by  scientists 
Vinder  them  particularly  susceptible  to  the  appella- 
tive "cocksure."  The  trouble  is,  as  1  he  London 
Times  says,  that  there  is  a  tendency  among  scientists 
to  speak  as  if  "llirir  discoveries  had  stripped  the  last 
veil  from  the  face  of  Nature,  and  all  knowledge 
roiffht  henceforth  be  systematized  into  a  series  of  text- 
books for  teclinical  school."  Ibis  m,  of  course, 
ridiculous,  and  is  illustrated  m  these  latter  days  by 
the  uncertainty  that  prevails  about  the  movements  of 
llm  Schjdlerup  Comet.  In  concluding  its  eommenl

Mrs.  Oerethy  IMek  Is  PTank  In  Bar 
■annrks  un  Canada's  |0irtB 
to  Achieve  It 

TUHUNlo.  Uec.  27.— There  may 
lie  art  In  Canada,  hut  it  lent  an 
expression  of  the  Ooalntoa's  cul- 
ture and  clvUlaatloM.  mainly  be- 

cau.se  Hhe  country  \f,  too  young  to 
hu.  e  enough  culture  and  civUlza- 
II  li  IO  be  expre.sscd  in  a  native, 
national  art.  in  the  opinion  of  Mrs, 
Dorothy  Du  k  i;:it  ;i^h  .sculptrees 
now  established  ii^  'loruuto.

(^inadian.s  have  been  too  bu.sy  de- 
veloping it.s  vast  and  rich  land.s, 
building  a  luitmn  and  r  ';fs.  and 
evolving  a  dollar-producing  com- 
merce, to  have  the  leisure  or  the 
wealth  for  art.  Mr^  r>lck  believes. 

"A  national  ml  ailsc-s  only  when, 
after  ccntunrs  of  labor,  a  nation 
evolves  a  culture  and  clvlUzaiion  of 
lis*  own,"  she  remarked.  "Art 
comes  to  a  countnr  along  with  cul- 
ture and  high  Ideaii.  but  these  must 
be  founded  on  a  basis  of  wealth  and 
leisure  made  po,ssible  by  intensive 
developniciU  and  a  commercial 
.structure  that  ha;,  becomi'  soundly 
cstabll-'hcd  But  tlu'be  mu.st  be 
glamour  and  vLsion  too,  and  the 
great  trouble  with  the  whole  Ameri- 
can continue  is  the  lack  of  glamour 
and  vision  brought  about  by  the 
worship  of  ||m  dollar,  the  general 
use  of  UMbnifto  iind  ^t-iindardlzed 
goods. 

"What  art  there  is  echoes  older 
Kuiupi'an  .styles  or  the  ultra  mod- 
ern European  styles,  and  there  i.s 
a  great  pretense  of  originality  for 
eiicct.  The  moment  you  try  to  be 
original  you  succeed  In  being  merely 
mediocre. 

"Art  1.S  a  thing  whlth  follows 
naturally  when  a  nations  mind  i.s 
ready  for  it.s  healing  rffccts,  and  if 
you  try  to  huiTy  it  you  briiiK  about 
freaks.  When  art  becomes  scll- 
consclous  it  ceases  to  be  art." 

It  is  fallacioiu  to  argue,  she  added, 
that  art  standards  are  low  in  Oan- 
ada  because  there  are  no  great  art 
treasures  to  constitute  an  incentive,

According  to  advices  received  by 
the  Bankers  Trust  Company,  of 
New  York,  from  Its  ftenoh  Inform- 
ation service,  the  Orand  Canal 
d  Alsace  will  be  built,  which  will  bo 
fed  by  the  waters  of  the  Rhine,  but 
whose  Kradient  will  be  ten  tmir  , 
les.s  than  that  of  the  river.  The 
cannl.  o()en  all  year  round  to  tin 
large  Rhine  barges,  will  have  seven 
locks  with  a  hydro-electric  plant 
attached  to  each,  utilising  a  fall 
of  about  thirteen  metres.  The  pro- 
ject recently  voted  by  the  French 
Senate  concern'>  the  erection  of  a 
weir  and  electric  plant  abtne 
Rembs.  The  state  Is  to  advance 
the  funds  for  the  building  of  the 
weir  as  well  as  for  the  Rhine  dams. 
This  money  wUl  be  refunded  In 
eight  instalments  as  the  plants  be- 
gin operations,  the  company  to 
whom  the  conce.s.slon  i.s  granted, 
Soclete  des  f'orres  Motrlres  du 
Haut-Rhiii.  paving  anniiitie;  ba.sed 
on  the  power  produced.  The  Oov- 
ernment will  have  a  representative 
on  the  oompany's  board. 

Pranee's  Rhlna  fleet,  turned  over 
to  her  by  Oermany,  is  now  com- 
posed of  two  passenger  boats,  of 
:i7.'i.000  metric  ton.s  of  barges,  tanks 
and  cranes.  35,000  tons  of  steam 
tugs  of  34.000  total  horsepower 
There  are  twenty-seven  additional 
steam  tugs  of  UMO  total  horse- 
power, whleh  ««ra  bought  or  buut 
by  Prance  during  the  war.
